MEDICAL REFORM. 


That a great change has within a few years 
been wrought in the practice of medicine, 
ho one will pretend todeny.

Buckman has recently made some caretul in- 


gutions as to the amount of seeds of 
weeds contained in seeds sold as clean, and 
we will state a few of the results obtained, 
as they cannot fuil, we think, to interest our 
readers, ‘The Professor found *in a pint of 
clover seed, 7,600 weed seeds; ina pint of 
grass secd, 12,600; in broad clover, 39,440; 


and in two pints of Dutch clover severally 


} 25,560 and 70,600 weed seeds. Suppos 
these samples to be sown, here were seeds 
enough to stock the land with seeds for many 
yeato. 

Lhe farmer often goes to the cheapest mar- 
ket, and gets weeds fur corn, and so pays ex- 
ceedingly dear for what he considers a cheap 
berguin.” 

If this be true in relation to English farm- 
ing, how much more so must it be in Amer- 
icu, When it is well known much less pains is 
taken in preparing grain for market, as well 
as in the selection of the seed and the general 
cultivation of the soil, 

In purchasing seed grain, turnips, grasses» 
ete., furmers often display a wantot judgment 
and ordinary prudence by selecting such ar- 
ticles as are cheap, or rather low priced, for 
that is not really cheap which is not genuine; 
and we can conceive nO greater pest in the 
the agricultural neighborhood than **a cheay 
seed store,” in the bet too common ac- 
ceptation of the term.

The Old Parish Meeting-House in South 
i Reading. 

At the present time, when it seems proba- 


| ble that this ancient and venerable church 

edifice, that for nearly a century has occupied 
} its present site, is about to be removed from 
its old foundations, and enlarged, remodeled, 
| modernized and beautitied, it may not be un- 
jinteresting briefly to review its history. 

This house was erected in 1768 by the First 
Parish of Reading, then including, in addi- 
tion to what is now South Reading, the ter- 
ritory that was afterward the Third Parish of 
| Reading, and is now the town of Reading. 
| It was the third place of worship erected by 


the First Parish. Its immediate predecessor 


stood about **8 or 10 poles’ northwesterly 
of the spot where the present house now 
stands, on land now enclosed in the town 


Burial Ground.
